Squadron Will Be Strengthened. 
Washington, Oct. 28.—It is under­ 
stood to be the intention of Secretary 
Herbert to have the north Atlantic 
squadron undertake a more extensive 
series of maneuvers and drills than 
have yet been attempted as soon as the 
ships can be made ready. 
The word 
has gone out to push steadily the work 
of completing all of the ships which can 
be made ready within a reasonable 
time, and as many vessels will be put 
in commission as can be manned. The 
north Atlantic squadron will be re­ 
enforced by the addition of such pow­ 
erful craft as the monitor Puritan and 
the armored cruiser Brooklyn.

WILL PROTECT SEALS. 


United States to Have the Co-Operation 


of Russia and Japan. 
W ashington, Oct. 28.—It is stated by 
officials that the United 
States will 
have the co-operation and support of 
both Russia and Japan in the 
ap­ 
proaching issue over establishing ade­ 
quate protection for the fur seals of the 
North Pacific 
ocean. 
The Japanese 
government stands ready to join the 
United States in any plan of seal pro­ 
tection and is desirous also of includ­ 
ing sea otters, which are being ex­ 
terminated from the Japanese islands. 
The co-operation of Japan is said to 
be of much importance to the United 
States, as the seal poachers and pir­ 
ates have fitted out mainly at Japanese 
ports. 
The Russian government, also, it can 
be said authoritatively, will welcome 
an extension of the protection to the 
seals. 
It is pointed out that while 
Russia owned Alaska 
and the seal 
islands now attached to the 
United 
States there was complete protection 
to the seals and that the destruction 
began under American management. 
The policy of Russia continues to be 
to protect the seals on the Russian 
islands of the North Pacific.

RAIDED THE TREASURY. 


San Francisco Gold Reserve Very Nearly 
Wiped Out. 
San Francisco, Cal., Oct. 28.—The 
Bub-treasury 
has 
pulled 
through a 
rather serious run which threatened to 
annihilate its gold reserve and leave it 
without a dollar with which to redeem 
the perfect avalanche of greenbacks 
th at poured in over the counter. Time­ 
ly aid came from Chicago and other 
sources, and when the outpouring of 
gold finally stopped the $12,000,000 of 
a few months ago, despite the frequent 
additions that have been made during 
that period, was 
reduced to a bare 
$4,000,000. 
Much of the gold withdrawn went 
beyond the mountains. The sub-treas­ 
uries here and at New York are the 
only ones authorized to redeem green­ 
backs. Usually the demand for green­ 
backs is steady at 
the sub-treasury 
here, as exchange is almost invariably 
in favor of New York and it costs less 
to ship greenbacks than gold.

The following instructions are given for the information and guidance of voters: A voter upon entering the polling place, and giving his name and residence, will receive a ballot from the ballot clerk, which must have |endorsed there 


on the names and or initials of both ballot clerks, and no other can be used. Upon receiving his ballot, voter must retire, alone to a booth or compartment, and prepare the same for voting.. A ballot clerk may inform the voter as to the 


proper manner of marking a ballot, but he must not advise or indicate in any manner whom to vote for. The voter, if he wishes to vote for all the candidates nominated by any party, should make a cross m uk X, under the party designation 


printed at the top of the ballot in the square made for that purpose. A ballot so marked, and having no other mark, will be counted for all of the candidates of that party in the column underneath, unless the names of some of the can­ 


didates of the party have been erased, and will be counted for all names written in lieu of one erased or pasted lover a printed name. If the voter wishes to vote for some of the can iidate3 o! different political parties, he should make a 


cross mark X after the name of each candidate he does desire to vote for. If he wishes to vote for a person for a certain office, whose name is not on the ballot, he must write the mme in the blank space under the printed name of the 


candidate for the office. The ballot should not be marked in any other manner. If the ballot be spoiled, it must be returned to the ballot clerk, who must issue another in its stead, but not more than three in all to any one voter. Five 


minutes’ time is allowed in booth to mark ballot. Unofficial ballots or memorandum to assist the voter in marking his ballot, can be taken into the booth, and may be used to copy from. The ballot must not be shown zo that any other 


person can see how it has been marked by the voter. After it is marked, it should be folded so that the inside cannot be seen, but so that the printed endorsements and signatures of the ballot clerks may be seen. Then the voter should 


pass out of the booth, give his name to the inspector in charge of the ballot box, hand him his ballot to be placed in the box, and pass out of the voting place. A voter who declares to the ^presiding officer, that he is unable to read, or that 
by reason of physical disability, he is unable to mark his ballot, can have the assistance of one or two election officers in marking the same, to be chosen by the voter. The presiding officer may administer an oath, in his discretion, as to such 
person’s disability.

We will then receive for 
our product 129 cents an ounce, and the 
difference between that and the present 
price of about 68 cents will he clear 
profit; for the expense will come out 
of the price we are receiving, now, just 
as it has in the past. The mine is like 
a bank. 
The ore is there, and when 
the time comes, we can take it out. We 
will not think of resuming before elec­ 
tion; that is certain.”
